>  ninp<  lent  to  deal  with  the  action  of 
CliicaRo  in  stealing  the  water  from  the 
Lakes  in  in  no  hurry  to  deal  with  it 
for  political  re.ismis.  and  Parliament 
is  not  likely  to  take  any  action  that 
might  be  construed  as  an  infringc- 
ment  upon  the  liberties  of  the  press. 


There  may  be  an  atom  of  hope  for 
the  historical  Liberal  Party  of  Great 
I'.iii.nn  ifter  all.  It  is  said  that  as 
result  of  ttic  general  strike  and  the  coal 
strike  the  British  Labor  Party^f  break- 
ing up.
